Contimied from Page One 
many as she depends almost en¬ 
tirely upon the European mar¬ 
kets for the disposal of her re¬ 
sources and the increasing of her 
national income. 

"Economic penstration,” he 
said, ‘‘is always closely followed 
by political interests, which in 
turn promotes military interests.” 

Dr. Kybal, who worked in 
Prague for a .short time after 
Gernfan ocupation, said he no¬ 
ticed how German interests cen¬ 
tered on the Latin American ex¬ 
ports, and that their plan was to 
flood the Argentine markets as 
a means of influencing their 
politics. By promising to buy all 
their excess products they could 
easily say, "I will do this if you 
will promise to put certain peo¬ 
ple who are in .sympathy with 
our cause in power.” 

"I do not believe this war is 
an economic one,” stated Dr. Ky¬ 
bal, “rather, I would say, it is 
anti-«conomic, as the desire for 
power seems to be the driving 
force of the Axis.” 

Speaking of the aims and ten¬ 
dencies of the totalitarian states. 
Dr. Kybal feels that Communism, 
which started out to be a world 
wide movement, has lost a great 
deal of it’s danger to the demo¬ 
cratic way of life and has become 
less international in it's scope. 

Dr. Kybal clo.sed his spe.;ch 
wit 1 these words. "One of the 
great results of this war will be 
a world-wide, popular movement 
toward per.sonal liberty, with 
those nations who have had and 
lost their liberty realizing the 
price of it. If democracy must 
save itself it must again be what 
it was in the beginning, an ad¬ 
venture. It mu.st pass from the 
defensive to the offensive and of¬ 
fer something new and attractive 
to it’s peoples.”
